As you know, because you've been reading e-mails and
letters, as we have, there's been a remarkable | ack of
citizen input since Cctober 14th. In our experience,
this signifies one of two things. First, people are
general ly satisfied; secondly, they're generally worn
out. | prefer the first explanation

I've put together a very brief sumary.
The sunmary relies very heavily on newspaper coverage.

Sierra Vista: Various officials expressed
a negative reaction. Myor Hessler said the City my

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seek legal action to force the reintegration of Sierra
Vista with the rest of Cochise County.

Supervi sor Patrick Call said he was
di sappoi nted, and he put it in the context of rura
Arizona's representation to the State Legi sl ature being
sacrificed to satisfy the interests of Maricopa and Pinma
Counti es.

An email from Sue Kotchner of St. David
sai d, "You have placed us in a powerless position with
practically no comopn interests with the western half of
the district. | will support and encourage court action
to oppose the nap."

On issue of conpetitiveness, | think
everyone notes there was quite extensive newspaper
cover age.

M. Hegarty conpl ai ned that the |ack of
conpetitive districts represents a step backward, and he
charged "that this map is nore protective of the
Republ i can party than were nmaps designed in the basenent
of the State Capitol ten years ago."

Denocratic Party Chairman M. Pederson
expressed "It's really disappointing. The pron se of
Proposition 106 to return conpetitiveness to our
political process did not happen.”

On minority voting rights issues,

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M. Aaron Kaiser, attorney for the Mnority Coalition
for Fair Redistricting, said he felt "Qur priority was
to protect mnority voting rights, and we think they did
an adequate job of that." Elsewhere he said he thought
it was excellent froma voting rights perspective.

Senator Pete Rios, however, said that "In
the real world, having nine mnority districts doesn't
nmean a hill of beans."

In a letter of Cctober 24, 2001, the
Mnority Coalition for Fair Redistricting expressed
concerns regarding the voting rights of mnority voters
in San Manuel and Oracle saying that they are diluted by
pl acenent in the adopted Legislative District Z.  They
stated that they "may have no choice but to oppose the
final Legislative Plan."

I know the Conmmi ssioners have received the
materials that acconpanied that letter. | know two
Conmi ssioners received a letter fromthe Arizona G vi
Ri ghts Advi sory Board comrendi ng the Conmi ssion for its
"special attention to the redistricting needs expressed
to you by the Native Anerican and Hi spanic communities
of interest."

M. Jim Hartdegen stated, "All in all
once the snoke clears, rural Arizona will probably be
okay, which is good because that gives us protection for

Each of the changes invol ved anywhere from
one to 30 people, depending on the trade-offs nade.

We | ooked at nei ghborhoods where the
nei ghbor hood had been divi ded and where the district
line did not follow a major, significant road and | ooked
at what it would take to nove those, with the nminim
popul ati on devi ati on possible to make a nore
nei ghbor hood border, sone unity border, road border
Most were done with mnimal popul ation changes. In sone
cases, a couple hundred. They are nunbered in the
handout you have.

I would note two significant areas where
popul ations in the thousands were noved. | would Iike
to take one nonent to quickly zoomin on those so you
are aware of what happened in those cases.

First, they were 19, corresponding
tradeoff is nunber 20, in the East Tucson area.

Looking at the map, the black line is the
border of the district as you adopted it at the |ast

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hearing. And the color is the Iine of the proposed new
district. Let nme put some streets on here, give you
sone reference.

Again, this is East Tucson reference. As
you can see, changes proposed nmoved border districts,
the major road, Cami no Canseco, or border district.
Agai n, there was no inpact on the percentages of
majority-mnority districts, so no minority voter rights
concerns or what we |listed as conpetitive districts in
the districts. On the deviation front, fromthis change
we end up with about a 1.7 percent, positive deviation
of 28, and 1.75 deviation in 25. Those are CC and DD
fromthe old lettering system in your list nunbers 19
and 20. So --

28, which
was BB, was a Denocratic district by all three
neasurenents. And CC, 29, was a Denocratic district by
all three measurements. And all three maintained their
characteristics.

MR, JOHNSON: Goi ng by AQD spreads,
because |'ve already got those cal cul ated on here, they
were, in order: 21 and a half; 28.9; and 28.86. And
they are now.

And the north part of the change, where
popul ation noved from19 into 18. And this popul ation
noved into 19. This population went into 18. That
nmeant noves of about 14 people and just under 16 peopl e,

each way. Overall tradeoff, obviously, is relatively

smal | .

Ch, there's another piece of this.

Oh.  Kind of rounding off the tradeoff
here is this area here above -- what is roughly the

Dobson ranch region in Mesa which was nmoved in order to
bring the district order, in this case, Southern Avenue.

None of three districts involved have
Voting Rights Act concerns nor are any of the three of
themin our list of conpetitive districts. None of
those two lists change.

Let me change the colors so they show a
little darker here.

District Eight, the district to the right,
i ncl udes Scottsdal e people. And that snall bl ock at the
left edge of District Eight sticks up in Phoenix just
above | ndi an School Road, that block, to get the zero
popul ati on devi ation requirenent in Congressional plans.
Had to nove, otherw se, the nove would have been
hundreds of people all along the district borders. So
we noved that and -- by elimnating this trap, take a
single block into the single district.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: Wi ch block is
t hat ?
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MR, JOHNSON: Looki ng here, just north of
I ndian School. Let me highlight the cities. The shaded
area is Phoenix. One block is Phoenix. This sideis --
| believe it's Tenpe or Scottsdale.

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Scott sdal e.

MR, JOHNSON: This district was just
Scottsdal e people. In order to elimnate that block
ni ne people in Scottsdale aren't in Phoenix because the
size divided many tinmes in the Legislative plan. As one
pi ece, nine people there. To resolve the issue, the
county woul d be setting up a separate piece every
el ection for nine people, and who knows how nany are
actual voters. It does not split Scottsdale, nerely
adds nine people on to the district.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF:  This is not a trap
left in, a trap corrected, no longer a trap

MR, JOHNSON: Correct, taking Phoenix
peopl e into Scottsdal e.

CHAl RVAN LYNN: M. Huntwork.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  Sorry. Start at
t he begi nning again? Explain what the initial problem
was ?

MR, JOHNSON: It may help if | put the
Congressi onal map over this.

The thick black line you see comes down
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al ong Scottsdale |ike the Legislative border, conmes down
here. Pick up one block, a lot, the Phoenix border is
here. The Congressional map is not an issue. But it
did create this difference. Because the Congressiona
Districts have to get to zero popul ati on devi ati on, we
really, a block had to take ot herw se, nove the district
significantly. When we elimnate traps, nove
Legislative lines to match Congressional |ines, when
right next to each other, we sinply noved the
Legislative District up slightly at this toe.

I ncor porated nine people who were previously in the blue
District, District 11, all Phoeni x, Paradise Valley
peopl e, now nine people in Scottsdale.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  You are saying no
way to be in Phoenix in the Congressional nap.

MR, JOHNSON: Reason to fix Legislative,
| egal |y sone deviation on the Legislative plan
Clarify, generally the Congressional mapping is zero.

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MR, JOHNSON: We spent a lot of tine
| ooking to avoid this. Essentially, that district
borders on both the Legislative and Congressi onal map,
has bl ocks of hundreds of people in them Only five
bl ocks had | ess than a hundred people in them It was
the only way to get to exact popul ati on bal ance wi t hout
novi ng whol e nei ghbor hoods.

To do it sonewhere else, 1,009 one way,
1,009 another way. Only place to do it and keep
conmuni ti es that had been kept together

COWM SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  Thank you.

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Ms. M nkoff and then
M. El der

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: | guess my question
then would be to the attorneys: Are we required to make
the Congressional Districts that equal? |If we have to
do it, doit. Seens a shane to put nine people, whoever
they are, in that kind of a situation where, with an
i nfinitesinmal popul ation deviation, we could avoid it.

COW SSI ONER ELDER:  And whi | e t hi nki ng
about the answer, 1'll weigh into the sanme issue. Wen
t he Census takers were noving through the conmunities,
there was absolutely no one point in time everything was
fixed. And with that said, why is it just because a
printed set of numbers says this is the 2000 Census, and
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it really never represented the population of the United
States or State of Arizona at any one point in tine, why
do we have to be so anal about getting the nunbers --
about getting nunmbers where it is supposed to be?

MR, JOHNSON: While they're | ooking at
specifics, | can point out one of the factors that cones
into play is the best alternative that has been
submitted, that did get the map submitted, a nmenber of
the public did have equal nunber popul ation districts.
That's one of the tests.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: M. El der's
guestion goes to a scientific, scientific test in the
Census is margin for error. |f we deviate by nine,
we're well within the conceivable statistic validation
of the Census.

MR RIVERA: M. Chairman, we can answer
M. Elder's question first before Ms. M nkoff.

HAUSER: M. Chairman, the answer to
t he question, the Congressional Districts, is
Congressional Districts nmust not have that kind of
deviation. It nust be as exact as possible. Were you
can nove the Legislative line to deal with the trap
i ssue, that is the preferable course, not noving the
Congr essi onal 1ine.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: M. Chai rman, the
principle of Proposition 106, not splitting cities,
wei ghi ng that agai nst the admnistrative inconveni ence
of the county establishing separate precincts for this
separate area, at least in ny owmn mnd, |I'd prefer to
keep, avoid the city split, sinmply say there will have
to be an additional precinct in that case, if we reject
this particul ar adjustnent.

CHAI RMAN LYNN:  |s there a second?

COW SSI ONER ELDER: | guess | second for
pur poses of discussion. [|I'mnot so sure | understand
t he di scussion, |eaving nine people in or |eaving nine
peopl e out.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  Creating a trap

CHAI RMAN LYNN:  Perhaps Ms. Hauser can
handl e the questi on.

The traps arises |ooking, having to make a
precinct for a very small nunber of people.

The area, when we | ook at 200 people, it's
not a ni ne-person precinct concern. |In addition, the
denogr aphi cs of the 200 people match the denographics of
t he 200 peopl e south of them Not voting rights in 16,
and a | arge number of people involved. W did not
present that as a recommended change in this |ist.

W have that one and one in La Paz, if
there is no discussion on this.

They would prefer the
precinct be drawn to match the city border. Wen we
| ooked at this, the concern was twofold. People live on
the border of Quartzsite. There is nore conmunity
interest in Quartzsite than Yuma. The other, we | ooked
in detail, are -- the precinct takes in areas to the
northeast of Quartzsite as well. Myve a hundred people
in the county, still deal with the question. Down 10
peopl e i nstead of a hundred people on the question,
still remain. Gven two reasons, conmunity, doesn't
conpletely elimnate the question. Do not recomend
change at this point. It was submtted to us.

COW SSI ONER HALL: | think of the fina
neeting, and it seens fitting we chose a neeting room
that |ooks simlar to a basenent.

I echo what ny fell ow Conmi ssioners said.
For me, it's been a privilege to neet the great people
of this state. There were many cities in this state
which | have grown up in and lived in nost of nmy life
and which nmy parents grew up in and which mny
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grandparents grew up in. Through all upbringing, for
exanpl e, I've never been in Nogales. Wat a neat
experience to go there before and after, cross the
border afoot, experience the fine food in the southern
portion of Nogal es.

And | express appreciation to nmy fellow
Conmi ssioners, the staff, consultants, |egal counsel
and all that assisted us so nuch, the Attorney General's
O fice, various state enployees, and all of you that
hel ped in so many ways. |It's been a process.

| also think that this approach depends on
a few people that -- it really depends on good people
vol unteering to do what we did and then doing their best
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to carry it out. In particular, | think, it depends on
one person. |If you look closely at Proposition 106 and
where its strengths and weaknesses lie, | think it is

absol utely essential that the Chairman of this
Conmi ssion be a person of inpartiality, character,
fairness, thoughtfulness. |If we had gotten the wong
Chai rman, we woul d have gotten the wong result. W
woul d have gotten the wong process.

| can only say thank you, Steve. | hope
and pray 10 years from now, whoever succeeds us takes on
this job, the four Comn ssioners appointed by the
political parties have the opportunity to sel ect
somebody |ike Steve Lynn. \Woever that person is,
hope they volunteer for the job 10 years fromnow. W
had benefit of the best possible person this tine.

CHAI RMAN LYNN: That's a tough act to
fol | ow

Let me say a couple of things. Certainly
I don't want to preclude conments by consultants or
| egal counsel

Many of you may know I nade no secret |
didn't vote for Proposition 106. | didn't vote in part
because | felt the |anguage of the proposition in many
ways was contradictory and, therefore, m ght be
difficult to admi nister by a citizens group, or anyone,
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for that natter. But | will tell you that having gone
t hrough the process, | certainly, if on ballot, would
vote for it inits current form only, though, | think
there are some things that would nmake it better, easier
nore specific in terms of the intent.

A |l ot has been nmade about -- a lot of
di scussi on has been nade about the conpetitiveness issue
as it relates to Proposition 106 and the ability of the
Commi ssion to create districts to neet all of the
standards we have to nmeet. And the difficult part about
adm ni stering Proposition 106, which we all took an oath
to do, there is, whether you like it or not, a hierarchy
of goals. The hierarchy dictates certain things do have
a preferential systemin trying to put things together

VWhen we finished our work in the mddle of
Cctober, | mentioned two concepts. | want to reiterate
the two concepts: principle and conprom se.

| used two concepts, two very specific
ternms. Principled redistricting. W began with a set
of rules, followed those rules. The record will show we
stuck to those rules. Things we felt inportant at the
begi nning of this process are things we still believe
are very inportant. W believe comunities of interest
need to be preserved. W believe one person one vote is
i mportant. W believe complying with the Voting Rights
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Act is extrenely inportant given Arizona history and
gi ven the Arizona denopgraphi c nakeup. W believe
hol di ng conmuniti es and ot her geographic politica
subdi vi sions whole is to be favored. W believe all of
those things. And whether you believe it or not, we
believe in conpetitiveness, to the extent we can be
conpetitive, given other goals. W tried very hard to
exerci se judgment on all six goals in ways we felt would
be appropri ate.

It's interesting, in the |last severa

weeks since we adopted the maps and they have been nmde

public, the anpbunt -- the degree of public input dropped
off significantly. 1 don't know whether that was a
feeling of fait acconpli, no nore to be done, no nore
said. |'mnot sure that's the case. |'mnore

specifically disposed to believe the nore than five plus
mllion Arizonians saw the maps and said: Ckay, if
that's what the Commi ssion thinks nmeets the test, then
that's fine. Particularly from Tucson, |1've heard very
little about gee, ny old district is not |like nmy new
district. Mreover, fromelected officials, nmenbers of
the community: W have a new district, let's go out and
get it done. That's really what the process is al
about .

I want to say finally about the people
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i nvol ved: You could not find better people. You could
not have appoi nted better people. And you will not
find, 10 years fromnow, a group any nore dedicated to
the Constitutional Anendment than the staff and counse
and consul tants were.

I think there needs to be sone changes in
the law. | think we should recomend those at somne
point. There should be changes procedure, reconmrend
those at sone point. Right nowl'd vote for 106, if on
the ballot. 1'd vote for any one of these people to
represent ne in a process that has to do with rights,
that has to do with preservation of comrunities, civi
liberties, and things that | hold very dear

On Septenber 11th, having had a hearing
Septenmber 10th, the prior evening, it was very clear
fromthe tine | turned on the television the world was
going to be very different fromthat point forward.

Thi ngs were very different fromthat point forward. Put
i n perspective, things that neant so much neant so
little in the overall schenme of things. | will say
this: The things done here in the |ast nine nonths, we
wor ked very hard to preserve liberty and the way of life
in the United States. If that's what this is all about,
we' ve done our bit for the war effort.

My fell ow Comi ssioners, | can't thank you
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enough for your support. | can't thank you enough for
t he kind words about our work together. It was a joy,
an absol ute pleasure.

Legal counsel, M. Rivera, M. Hauser, you
are the best. W knewit. W selected that way. No
qual ns about either selection. W'd do it againin a
heart beat .

Consul tants, we were doing a principled
redistricting. W felt this group was the best chance
for a principled redistricting. The fact you have a
systemthat allows you to create Arizona units of
representation, so perfect for what we were trying to do
with communities of interest, one of the principa
reasons Nati onal Denopgraphics was sel ected. NDC
staff -- well, NDC staff, beyond principles, certainly
everybody on the staff, Doug, and Chris, Peter when we
finally got to neet him other people we never got to

nmeet, Ralph in a couple neetings, first rate folks.

I RC staff, in a personal note, | don't
know i f you ever even got it, | hope he doesn't mind ny
sharing it publicly, I wote a note Adolfo, referred to

himas Mlagro. For those that speak Spanish, they'l
understand reference. W needed Adolfo nore than we
knew we needed Adolfo. We had sone early exits fromthe
Commi ssion. |If he had not been there and able to take
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over wthout missing a beat, | don't know what we'd have
done. We're grateful to his consummate skill for being
able to take over the Conmi ssion reins and the
outstanding reins. To the rest of the Conmi ssion staff,
to everybody in the office, Lou Jones, Kristina Gomez,
certainly Amy Rezzonico -- | think had we gone on only
her interview, certainly she woul d never have been
hired. That's a personal reference. She'll understand
it. Boy, did a bad interviewturn into a great public
information officer. W appreciate it. TimJohnson
absolutely fabulous. Timand his wife are expecting.
That's news. Stop the presses. That's because
apparently Timwent honme once. To the whole office.

Li sa Nance, we've had several public reporters through
t he process around the state, and if our unscientific
sanpling of public reporters is any indication, we
pi cked the best one in the state. Nobody does it |ike
Li sa does. She is accurate. She is nore than anything
el se extrenmely fast in getting mnutes out, verbatins
out, a perfect record, which we like. W need to use
those things as we go forward.

I"'mnot sure if | forgot anybody. If |
did, | apol ogi ze.

Sone cane before us, left the Comm ssion
early, contributed to our success. | think of us as
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successful. Success is conmpronise. W had to
conprom se. There were conflicting issues. W had to
use principles to get where we finally wound up

One thing we never did conprom se on was
our principles. Those were intact fromstart to finish.
Those were with us from beginning to end.

To several of you in the room Jim John,
Frank, | mean, you were with us every nmeeting --

COW SSI ONER ELDER:  Even Frank.

CHAI RMAN LYNN:  Frank dressed up. He
assured ne, he was going to church tonorrow, may wear
the same suit.

W may fromtime to time disagreed on
i ssues, but we disagreed in the nost agreeable fashion.
We certainly appreciate the respect of all points of
vi ew even though we were not able to accede to all
points of view at the same tine. It was done with
respectful, healthy debate. To those with us, thank you
very much for doing so.

O her comments at this tinme?

Ms. Hauser, M. Rivera.

MS. HAUSER. M. Chairman, | only wanted
to say a word of thanks to the Conmi ssion for giving ne
the opportunity to work with you for the bulk of this
year. | had certainly some idea of what | was getting
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into, having work with redistricting in the past. But
the process the Conm ssion established was certainly
very anbitious and really very, very necessary to nmaking
this process what it was. |1'mhonored and privileged to
have been a part of it.

Jose, | think you asked ne during ny
interview whether | could work with Jose Rivera. M
answer was --

MR RIVERA: She i ed.

M. HAUSER: My answer was yes. | would
al so thank you for having selected Jose to be ny
counterpart. He's been terrific to work with. W'IlIl be
continuing to work together to carry the plans you so
capably adopted to inplenmentation

And al so thanks to NDC and Marguerite
Leoni, in particular, who we've al so had the opportunity
to work with. Sonetimes it's hard to get |egal counsel
particularly three |l awers, on the same page. For the
nost part we've done that, | think.

We really appreciate work of NDC and their
assi stance throughout the process. That's one thing
we' |l continue, obviously, as we nove forward to
i mpl enentation. And also to the staff and Lisa Nance
who this week | pushed particularly hard trying to get
the record finished. W were exchanging e-nmails in the
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early, early norning hours. She tripped over her dog in
the mddle of the night and i njured herself which caused
a brief delay because of that. Thanks to her, and
Adol fo, and the staff. Thank you.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: M. Rivera.

MR. RIVERA: | echo everything she said,
how much she enjoyed working with ne.

I, like Adolfo, have worked with a |ot of
Conmi ssi ons and people, Janet Reno's Executive
Conmittee, and | echo Adol fo about the hard-working,
princi pl ed peopl e around.

Having said that, this thing | eaves ne
with nenories I'll never forget: Adolfo, flying up to
W ndow Rock; Adolfo trying to stay awake and keep all
his food inside himin there; mdnight runs with
Commi ssi oner M nkoff, Conmi ssioner Huntwork, to various
pl aces; things to do, trying to keep ne awake; and
getting stopped by Inmigration on two occasions, getting
close to being picked up by Immgration.

And |I'mglad that Tim
actually took the advice. A lot of kids in here, teach
Ti m sonet hi ng about the worl d.
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Doug from here on, you'll always be known
as our friend. That will be your nicknane.

That's joking aside. Comi ssioners, you
cane through 106, the conflicting aspects of 106. |
t hought about that, too, coming into the Conmi ssion
comng in, | thought we'd be guiding through this.
Really it wasn't. The concept, you had the overriding
concept of the way it was created and did it. Not a
wei ghi ng, bal ancing thing, the overall concept, and you
had it in your heart that every person in Arizona needed
to be represented, whether living in Maricopa, Thatcher
or wherever, their voices needed to be heard. You
Conmmi ssioners did it. Your commtment to all made it,
and it was a conmitment everybody kept.

| want to end, you asked me al so right at
the start if | could work with Lisa. There was never a
doubt in ny mind. | learned you becone a | awer not
only if you can do the job, you learn the job doing it.
Marguerite, you guys are great teachers. W all |earned
from each ot her.

I look back at the | egal work we've done,
the little mnority-mgjority reports, and what happened
was a reflection that we all worked together. |
consider it an honor

I won't go over everybody else, the staff
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knows how | feel about it. Lisa, thank you. Any,

don't know if I'Il ever work with -- Any has ny credit
card right now. NDC, they've all been great. | I|earned
fromevery one of you. | don't know, all the people of

Arizona, the work everybody has done, thank you.

CHAl RVAN LYNN:  Dr. Hesl op.

DR HESLOP: M. Chairman, Menbers of the
Conmi ssi on, NDC has been involved in a | arge nunmber of
redistrictings, so many, |I'mnot sure | can count them
up. Sone superlatives attach to this. Certainly this
is the longest; nore presentations; nmade nore
presentations, nore testinony; read nore testinony for
this redistricting than for any other redistrictings.

| to need to thank Lisa Nance.

But there are other superlatives that my

count far nmore. This is the hardest working group of

Commi ssioners we've ever been involved with. | marve
that you are volunteers. | think it a wonder. |
congratul ate you on your effort. It has produced a

redistricting that is principled, one open, and one
extrenmely wel | - managed, conscious that each and every
one of you knew what you were doing and you had to
respond to your managenent.

| have two other things to say. 1In a very
real sense this is a redistricting nore inportant than
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for the citizens of Arizona. This is redistricting that
could be inportant nationally, because you have proved a
citizen-led redistricting can produce w th astonishing
little redistricting a really good Legislative and
Congressional map. Precedent will foll ow

And one final note. | know fromtine to
time | nmade the mistake of referring to Los Angel es
rather than Phoenix. | let slip the fact we are from
California. But to pick up on what Conm ssioner Hall
said, there's no nistake we went up and down Arizona.

We were hearing fromArizona, not fromCalifornia
foreigners. People fromArizona are friendly, open, and
civil. A few that canme before the Commi ssion night be
better in California, but we were all struck in NDC w th
the friendliness of the people here and not only enjoyed
t he experience but |earned a great deal fromit.
